May is by far the busiest month of 
be “bird man's" year, 
it means that 
he must be up and abroad while the 
majoi ty 
of his '• low citizens are 
still traveling in the Land of Nod. 
Karly 
r sing mmc 
of necessity 
be 
l>n < eded by “eHi*tj to bed.” There is 
not time left for writing "bird ar­ 
ticles. 
then. too. he names and num 
■ers o: the species listed during one 
morning's ramble would more than 
half fill the alloted column. 
Neither is then 
time to look for 
flowers; the finding of them must be 
considered accidental, for the time 
must be wholly given to the birds. 
The eye must watch from ground to 
ireetop, while the ear must ever listen 
to catch the faintest sound. 
The ob 
ser vat Ions of nature in genera! must 
tlso be left for a more 
opportune 
time. 
There has so much transpired dur­ 
ing the last few weeks, since the last 
“bird and nature 
article, 
that it 
would be quite impossible to give 
more than a passing notice of the 
many things that have been seen, so 
a few of the major observations, of 
birds alone, will only 
be given at 
this time. 
But where to begin? 
That is the 
question. 
Perhaps it may be well to 
begin where we left off on the last 
article, which. I believe, was about 
the nest of the brown thrasher 
At 
that time i said that the confidence 
that the old bird had In man must 
not tie shaken, nor do I think it was. 
During those days she never once 
acted as though any man but myself 
had seen her nest. 
Her mind was of 
t He "peace that passeth understand­ 
ing; " her actions at ail times were of 
the quiet, unafraid sort, and directly 
opposite from those of a sister biro 
whose nest I found at about the same 
time. 
The nest, when first found, contain­ 
ed a few egg*. 
Then. «one morning a 
small, featherless bird was seen and 
one egg had a bole pecked through 
the shell. 
The next morning there 
»ere three squirming birds. 
Some 
days later four nearly 
half-grown 
y mingsters almost filled the 
nest. 
Now. they were able to sit up, so to 
speak. 
At my 
drawing closely the 
old bird left the nest without giving 
the usual alarm notes thus causing 
the hungry one to stretch up with 
wide open mouth to heceive the mor­ 
el of food that he thought, no doubt, 
father-bird was bringing as I brushed 
aside the hush shelter of their nest. 
The las; time I saw them in the 
nest they were nearly feathered out 
and of a size that would not permit a 
near approach; tin- next visit to the 
spot revealed only the empty nest, 
the young had flown or run, I do not 
know which, the nest being so near 
the ground that the last mentioned 
method would have been easier. 
The 
record indicated that they lacked front 
one to two days of the full two weeks 
from tht* time the first birds were 
hatched until they left the nest. The 
robins and house wrens I have ou­ 
st r u d leave in just two weeks to 
the day. But the time varies with the 
different species 
Birds, such as the 
domestic fowls, the plovers, the quail 
and pheasant are able to get about 
as soon as they are out of the shells. 
Two days after the thrashers left 
the nest I found one of them able to 
flutter from one blackberry cane to 
another in the briar patch, so we shall 
hope that the rest of the small brooo 
are safe. also. 
“And. behold, all is vanity and vex­ 
ation of spirit " 
The season is about 
over and I have not added a new bird 
to my list 
The last two years I had 
added an even dozen each year 
this 
year i 
had hoped to Increase the 
list by at least one new bird. 
Was 
i; 
to lie? 
1; looked doubtful. The 
morning when the migration should 
have been at its height the sky was 
cloudy, the weather threatening and 
the banner list for the season was not 
expected. 
Should 1 remain 
in the 
neighborhood where I was or go far­ 
ther and fare worse? 
I decided to 
remain in the locality and do my best 
and then be contented with what wras 
to be seen. 
If on account of the dark 
morning the birds persisted in re­ 
maining in the tall tree tops, then the 
shrubs and hushes must be selected, 
something unexpected might be found 
there, and so it proved. 
Nearing a pitch of bushes a bird, 
with warbler habits, was seen flit­ 
ting about . As rapidly and cautiously 
as possible I went to the place where 
he was supposed to be; too much 
baste had evidently scared the game 
Approaching nearer than was my in­ 
tention I arrived in time to see the 
bird drop from a bush to the ground.
